Much has been written of late on the 
organization and the methods 
of teach- - 


I ing and training adopted 
by the 
Japa- - 
' nesc army, but few writers 
have dealt 
with 
all 
that 
long 
ana , accumulated 
training 
which 
is 
the 
inheritance 
of 
cverv 
Tanancse 
officer. 
By 
birth 
all 
Japanese officers belong to the old fight 
ing class 01 toe oamurai; 
1111: iJiujfuiuuu 
is 
indeed 
so 
overwhelming 
that 
the 
word "all" is not misleading. 
And the 
Samurai, 
with 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
feudal 
system, 
lasted 
in Japan right up to the 
revolution 
of 
1867; 
therefore 
every 
Japanese officer of more than 36 actually 
began 
life under 
the old conditions. 
In 
many parts of the country the old state 
of things 
lasted 
beyond 
1867, 
and 
in 
more still the old training remained even 
when 
the 
old conditions 
were 
altered. 
And so it happens that every senior 
of- 
ficer in the Japanese 
army or navy was 
trained with the training of the 
Samu- 
rai, while 
the younger 
men 
share 
that 
training by the very blood 
which they 
inherit.

is just this training, lying

In order to train the body to 
f hardship young 
children 
were made to 
get up before 
sunrise 
for their lessons, 
or they 
were sent, before 
breakfast, 
to 
walk with bare feet through the winter 
snow 
to their teachers. 
It was 
usual 
for parents to gather a party of children 
together, 
nerhaos 
as often 
as 
twice 
a 
month, before such festivals as those of 
the God of Learning, 
in order that tncy 
should 
pass 
the 
whole 
night 
without 
sleep, 
while 
they 
read 
aloud 
in turns. 
Sometimes 
they were made to go with- 
out 
food, 
and 
taught that 
a 
Samurai 
should 
be ashamed 
to be hungry. 
The 
little 
boy-prin- 
of 
Sendai 
in one 
of 
the most 
pathetic 
of Japanese 
plays-sp- 
eaks 
the Samurai thoughts when 
he 
says 
to 
his 
page 
as 
the 
two 
starved 
children 
watch 
a 
sparrow 
feeding 
its 
young: 
"Look of those 
tiny birds, how wide 
their yellow bills arc open, how eagerly 
they eat; but 
f6r a Samurai, 
when his 
stomach 
is empty it is a disgrace 
to feel 
hunger." 
After hardening 
the body, the 
Samu- 
rai 
training 
sought 
to 
toughen 
the 
' nerves, 
and 
children 
were 
frequently 
sent to graveyards 
and haunted 
houses. 
Small 
boys, after being taken to see an 
execution, 
would be sent out alone,' and 
at night, 
to find their way back to the 
spot, 
to touch 
the 
body, 
and 
to leave 
a mark 
of their visit 
on the 
severed 
head. 
Even 
the 
crying 
babies 
were 
hushed 
into 
silence 
by 
mothers 
who 
called 
them "cowards 
to cry for such a 
tiny pain," 
asking 
them 
"what 
they 
would 
do, if they 
cried 
so 
much 
for 
such a little ache, when their arms were 
cut off in battle or they were called on 
to commit harakiri" 
(suicide 
by disem- 
bowelling). 
The 
utmost 
infliction 
of 
pain, endured 
without 
a tear or a groan, 
was imposed as an ideal on all children. 
Even death, 
a 
death, 
was, 
under certain 
conditions, 
regarded as the 
plainest duty, 
and 
boys and 
girls alike 
were taught how to take their own lives 
with calmness 
and dignity. 
Self-contr- 
was, indeed, 
the 
very 
keystone 
of the 
Samurai 
character, 
and 
this 
not 
only 
from the side of endurance 
and 
forti- 
tude, 
hut 
also 
from 
the 
politeness 
which 
required 
that a man 
should 
not 
spoil another's pleasure 
by any 
expres- 
sion of his own pain. 
A Samurai 
must 
show "no 
sign of joy or anger;) 
and 
this iron 
control, 
imposed 
on men ami 
women 
alike, has entered 
deep into the 
national character. 
"To'Miear what you 
think you 
cannot 
hear," 
say the Japa 
nese, 
is really to bear. 
Inseparably 
bound up with 
the 
duty 
of courage 
was theduty oMoyalty. 
A 
perfect 
loyalty 
required 
a perfect 
cour- 
age, 
and 
loyalty 
has 
always 
been 
the 
primary 
human 
duty 
of 
the 
Japanese. 
Between 
affection, 
even 
natural 
affec- 
tion, and loyalty a Samurai 
must never 
hesitate. He was taught to sacrifice wife 
and child 
if loyalty 
demanded 
it. 
The 
story of Genzo, who cut off the head of 
his own son and 
took it to the enemy 
of his lord 
in order to save the son of 
that 
lord, 
is not at all an isolated 
in- 
stance 
in 
Japanese 
history. 
And 
the 
story 
as it goes on to tell how Genzo, 
returning home that night, called to his 
wife as he entered 
the house: 
"Rejoice, 
my wife, our son has proved of service 
to his lord" 
touches one of the deepest 
fibres in the Japanese 
character. 
It was 
never required 
of a Samurai 
to sacrifice 
his conscience to his loyalty; merely him 
self 
which 
in 
the 
Japanese 
mind 
in- 
cluded 
his 
family 
but both 
his 
family 
and himself 
he must 
he ready 
to offer 
tip. 
His conscience 
was his own. Many 
a 
Samurai 
who 
sincerely 
believed 
his 
master 
wrong 
would 
remonstrate 
with 
him, 
use 
every 
endeavor 
to 
persuade 
him, 
and, 
failing, 
make 
the 
last 
su- 
preme appeal of his own life's bloody It 
was 
this 
duty 
of 
titter 
loyalty 
which 
involved 
the duty of revenge. 
Revenge 
was 
justice 
justice 
executed 
on 
the 


wrong-doe- 
r; 
and 
no man might 
shrink 
from carrying out justice on those who 
had wronged his lord. 
His own wrongs, 
including injuries 
to his wife and 
chil- 
dren, he was taught to forgive, but sins 
against 
loyalty 
demanded 
justice, 
not 
forgiveness. 
If a Samurai 
was taught to forgive his 
own injuries, 
he was also taught to 
de- 
fend his own honor, at all times andat 
all hazards; and as this, 
to a warlike 


race, 
was 
the' easier 
commandment 
of 
the two, he naturally gave it precedence. 
To 
protect 
his "na" (name) 
from 
all 
aspersions 
was his continual 
care 
J and 
the 
most 
powerful 
appeal 
which 
could 
be addressed 
to him, whether 
as boy or 
man. 
was 
the 
one. 
"Arc 
you 
not 
ashamed?" 
It was customary 
for a Sa- 
murai 
to pledge his honor in a manner 
more liberal than our term implies. The 
form 
of agreement 
would 
run thus: 
"In 
default 
,of 
repayment 
of the 
sum 
lent 
me, 
I 
shall 
say 
nothing 
to being 
ridiculed 
in public;" 
or, "In case I 
fail 
to pay you 
back, 
you 
may call 
me a 
fool" 
("baka," 
the 
one 
term of .insult 
in Japan); 
and such pledges 
were 
con- 
sidered the surest 
of 'guarantees. 
Honor 
was the pearl of great price to the 
Sa- 
murai, the prize of his earthly existence. 
And 
so to shun 
shame, 
or to win 
for 
himself 
a 
name 
among 
men, 
Samurai 
boys were ready to undergo 
any suffer- 
ing 
or 
privation. 
It 
was 
fame, 
not 
wealth, 
not 
knowledge, 
for( which 
they 
strove. 
Life was lightly 
laid down 
for 
honor's 
sake. 
It was the 
of this honor, 
or rather the con 
founding 
of the apparent 
with the real, 
which produced 
most of the excesses of 
the 
Samurai. 
lor their code 
was not 
without 
its 
teaching 
of 
patience 
and 


g, 
as the sayings of Ogawa, 
the great Tye'yasu, 
and many others can 
testify. 
Kamazawa 
taught "When others 
blame 
thee, 
blamca 
them 
not; 
when 
others 
are angry 
with 
thee, return not 
anger. 
Joy cometh only as Passion 
and 
Desire part." 
And the term 
"Bushj 
no 
nasake," 
the "tenderness 
of a warrior," 
was a living phrase to the grim old 
Sa- 
murai. 
That 
this 
teaching 
was 
not 
merely 
theoretical, 
but 
was 
carried 
into 
daily 
practice, 
the life of the late Count 
Kat-s- 
tt 
can 
testify. 
Count 
Katsu 
lived 
through one of the most turbulent times 
in Japanese 
history, 
when assassinations 
and 
suicides 
were 
of daily 
occurence. 
Many 
attempts 
were made 
on his life, 
and though 
he was himself at one time 
possessed 
of almost 
absolute 
power, 
lie 
never 
tarnished 
his 
sword 
with 
blood. 
He said in his own quaint 
way: 
"I've a great dislike to killing 
people 
so I never killed a single man. 
I don't 
like chopping 
off heads. 
I release 
the 
men instead. 
A friend of mine said to 
me 
one 
day, 
'You 
don't 
kill 
enough. 
Don't you cat pepper 
and 
egg plants 
? 
That man 
was killed 
himself. 
Now 
I 
had 
the hilt of my sword 
fastened 
so 
firmly 
in the 
scabbard 
that I couldn't 
draw it without 
difficulty. 
I made 
up 
my 
mind 
people 
might 
cut 
at 
meV 
I 
wouldn't 
cut at 
them. 
Ves, yes, some 
people 
truly 
are 
like 
mosquitoes 
and 
fleas 
they bite, but what's that? It just 
itches a bit, that's all. 
It doesn't 
kill." 
Most Samurai, 
it is true, did not rise 
to the magnanimity 
of a Count 
Katsu 
; 
they erred 
more on the side of killing 
too much than of killing 
too little, but 
the killing 
did not come 
from a thirst 
for blood, but from a sense of honor 


over-sensiti- 
at times 
from the daring 
of courage, 
and 
from the sternest sense 
of duty 
and 
loyalty. 
The 
whole 
training of the 
Samurai 
went to the building 
up of his character 
not 
to 
the 
cultivation 
of his 
intelli- 
gence, or his tastes 
a$ such. 
Religion 
and 
theology 
were 
left 
to 
the 
priests. 
Science 
was outside 
his sphere. 
Litera- 
ture was to him a pastime, 
while 
phi- 
losophy he regarded 
only as a practical 
aid in the formation 
of character. 
The 
Samurai 
was a man of action, and so his 
training was chiefly in fencing, archery, 
jtijitsu, horsemanship, 
and the use of the 
spear. 
He 
learned 
caligraphy, 
ethics, 
literature and history. But a mind stored 
with 
information 
was 
not 
greatly 
ad- 
mired. 
The Samurai 
valued decision of 
character, 
not superiority 
of intelligence; 
and all their education 
and training had 
this practical 
end so .much in view that 
the 
Samurai 
became 
the 
best 
fighting 
unit of the Orient, 
if not of the world. 
His code might almost be summed up in 
the words 
Of one of them, for it was, 
inaeca, 
to know 
now to die when 
it 
was right to die, how to strike 
when it 
was right 
to strike," 
for which the 
Sa- 
murai 
strove. 
This 
is the spirit, 
which, 
handed 
down 
through 
generations 
of 
dead 
warriors, 
forms 
today 
the 
train- 
ing at the back of the Japanese 
officer.

AND 
HAWAIIANS 


A 
bill 
has 
been 
Introduced 
In 
the 
House of Representatives expressly de- 
claring the citizens of Porto Rico 
to 
be citizens of the United 
Statea. 
If 
the bill were 
to become law It would, 
of course, 
place 
the Porto Ricans 
In 
possession 
of all the privileges and Im 
munities enjoyed 
by the citizens of the 
Uni,ted States 
In all of the States 
In 
the 
Union. 
It 
Is 
scarcely 
credible 
that Congress 
will pass the bill, 
be- 
cause there Is nothing 
In evidence 
to 
show 
that 
the Porto Rlcnns are yet 
qualified 
to assume the responsibilities 
of citizenship. 
The people of the West 
Indian 
Island 
are, 
In fact, 
no better 
prepared- - to 'take upon themselves the i 
responsibilities of citizenship than then 
l llipinos, 
and the latter are not only 
denied citizenship but are also debar- 
red the right to e,ven enter the United 
States, under the terms of the exclu- 
sion laws. 
It Is true that under the 
Foraker act this bar to the free Ingress 
and egress to the mainland 
territory 
of the United States has been removed 
from the Porto Ricans, but that 
does 
not 
fit them for citizenship. 
If the 
rights of citizenship are, however, 
ex- 
tended 
to the citizens of Porto Rico, 
they should 
be granted also to the na- 
tive citizens of the Philippine Islands. 
One ls Just ns 
much 
entitled 
to the 
favor as the other. 
However, 
with the unfortunate 
re- 
sults of extending citizenship 
to the 
natives 
In the Hawaiian Islands as an 
object lesson, 
Congress 
Is not apt 
to 
commit 
the folly of repeating the mis- 
take. 
The Hawallans have abused the 
privilege 
grossly, 
and 
given 
nmple 
proof that the granting of It was 
Some of the better class of 
Hawallans 
are capable 
of exercising 
the rights 
of citizenship 
Intelligently, 
but 
the majority 
have demonstrated 
by their conduct their absolute Inca- 
pacity and unfitness, and the Porto 
Ricans generally are certainly 
not as 
well 
qualified 
to receive 
the boon as 
even 
the 
poorer 
classes 
of the 
Ha- 
wallans.

rear, at the same time cutting the Rus- 
sian garrison oft from all food supplies.

will work their way north as fast as

Mr. Smith has been the object of no 
little social attention .since he arrived. 
Piesident 
and Mrs.

the Congressional 
reception, 
which was held 
at the White 
House 
last evening. 
HAWAIIAN LABOR 
CENSUS. 
Representative 
Powers, 
of 
Maine, 
acting 
under 
the directions 
of 
the 
House Committee on Territories 
has 
drawn a favorable report 
on the bill 
of Representative 
Robinson 
of 
Indi- 
ana, providing for a census of labor In 
the Islands once every five years, 
in- 
stead of nnnually, as at present. 
The 
bill, which 
will probably be passed by 
the house, 
pi ov Ides for an amendment 
of the organic act so that section 
76 
will read as follows: 
"That theie shall be a superintendent 
of public 
Instruction, 
who shall have 
the 
powers 
and 
perform 
the 
duties 
conferred 
upon 
and tequlred 
of 
the 
minister 
of public Instruction 
by the 
laws of Hawaii as amended by the Act, 
and subject to modification 
by the leg- 
islature. 
"It shall be the duty of the United 
States 
Commissioner 
of Labot 
to 
col- 
lect, assoit, nrrange, and piesent In 
its 
In nineteen bundled and five, and 
every live jears theieafter, 
statistical 
details 
1 elating to all departments 
of 
labor in the Terrltoiy 
of Hawaii, 
es- 
pecially In relation to the commeicial, 
industrial, 
social, 
educational, 
and 
sanitary 
condition 
of 
the 
laboring 
classes, 
nnd to all such 
othei 
subjects 
as Congiess may by law direct. 
The 
STld Commissioner 
Is especially charg- 
ed 
to 
asceitaln 
the highest, 
lowest, 
and average ifumber 
of employes 
en- 
gaged 
In the vailous industries 
In the 
Terrltoiy, 
to be classified 
as to nativ- 
ity, sex, houis of labor, and conditions 
of employment, 
and to report the same

Gov. Powers' report, after citing some 
piellmlnnry facts, proceeds 
as follows:

Hanger, 
Acting 
Commissioner 
of Labor, In a letter 
da- 
ted January 
12, 
1904, 
to Hon. 
Gordon 
Russell, 
of Teas, a member of the 
subcommittee vhlch had this bill 
un- 
der Investigation, 
In answer to an 
in- 
quiry submitted to him, makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 
'Two annual reports 
have been made under the original bill, 
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nnd the collection 
of statistics 
for the 
third nnnual report Is now being pros- 
ecuted. 
From the character 
of the 
statistics which hnv'e been secured each 
j ear, nnd 
the Information accompany- 
ing them, 
It seems quite evident to the 
Burenu that changes 
In labor 
condi- 
tions In the Havvnllan 
Islands are not 
sufficiently 
rapid or great 
to warrant 
She expense 
of collecting the necessary 
data 
for nnnual 
reports. 
He 
also 
stntes 
thnt 
the 
passage 
of 
the 
bill, 
which hns his approval, 
will not only 
savo 
expense 
to 
the 
Department 
of 
Commerce 
and Labor, 
but 
will 
also 
save the expense of printing and pub- 
lishing 
these 
annual 
reports 
of

are not paid out of the 
appropriations 
of that Bureau. 
"The bill also has the approval 
of 
Hon. 
George 
B. 
Cortelyou, 
Secretary 
of Commerce 
and Labor, 
In a letter 
dated January 
19, 
1004, and addressed 
to Hon. Gordon Russell. 
"After careful Investigation the Com- 
mittee on Territories are unanimously 
of the opinion 
that theie 
Is not 
suffi- 
cient 
good 
arising 
or resulting 
from 
the nnnual reports as to warrant 
the 
expense thereby Incurred, and that the 
passage of the bill will necessarily do 
away with considerable expene 
both 
of taking the statistics nnd of printing 
the same, 
nnd that In the Interests of 
economy, without In anyway Impairing 
the efficiency of the public service, 
the 
change 
proposed 
In this 
bill can 
be 
made and should 
be. 
The committee 
therefore unanimously lecommend 
the 
passage of the bill referred to." 
COUNTY LAW. 
The view that the County law of 
Hi-wa- ll 
Is dead, by reason of the decision 
of the Territorial 
court, as expressed 
to me by members 
of the House 
es 
Committee, 
i3 not unanimously 
shared here. 
"I think It not Improbable 
that the 
committee will take the matter up fur- 
ther," said Representative 
Spalding, 
of 
North Dakota, 
one 
of the committee 
nnd chairman of the subcommittee tint 
had the county law under considera- 
tion. 
"We are waiting now," he added, "to 
hear from 
some representntle 
people 
out there as to what we ought to do. 
Of course 
we have the power heie 
In 
Congress 
to legislate along thnt fine, If 
we care to, subject only to the limita- 
tions of the Constitution. 
We can make 
the law, 
which 
the 
Terrltoilal 
court 
killed, 
valid, 
If It 
Is 
deemed 
wise 
to 
do so. 
The trouble here Is we ar. 
ell 
at sea as to what the people of 
Ha- 
waii want, nnd ought to have. 
There 
nre so many differences 
of opinion over 
every matter that comes 
up, we are 
left In the dark as to what, the right 
thing is. 
"Befoie the news reaelied'heii' of the 
decision 
of 
the Te.riitor!al 
rourt, 
we 
were decided to make an ndveise lepoit 
on the latlllcation 
of the lounty 
law. 
But that floes not 
pi event 
us fiom 
making modifications 
In 
the 
law and 
from reporting some soit of a bill, 
oa-e- 
d 
on the county lnw. 
I have honed 
that we could hear fipm Hon. 
W. 
O. 
Smith, who Is now In town and who is 
familiar with conditions out there. 
Wo 
shall try to leach some conclusion 
In 
the matter that will be for the best In- 
tel ests of the Islands."

The 
House 
committee 
on 
appropriations 
refused 
to Incorporate the Item in the Urgent 
Deficiency 
appioprlatlon 
bill, which Is 
now under debate and 
which 
will 
be 
passed 
soon. 
The Sente 
Committee 
mny possibly accede 
to the request but 
Delegate Kalnnlanaole has not waited 
for that, having alrendy Introduced a 
bill which has 
been 
referred 
to the 
House Committee on claims. 
This bill 
provides as follows:

plunge system of the boom days, all sense of business 
proportion 
had been lost, 
and getting 
it back again 
is something 
like trying 
to get hold of a big block of 


high-price- d 
stock on a rising market. 
The prospects 
in a business way generally 
are good, for we arc sound up to a limit that 
will sustain 
a pretty 
big business 
community 
but not quite so big as it is, even with recent subtractions. 
Merchants 
who deal 
with the Territory in ordering 
supplies are now 
re- 
ceiving warrants that can scarcely be "cashed" 
until November 
next. 
The interest 
is s per cent.

and against all persons lawfully Inter- 
vening for their Interest therein. 
The 
llbellants are W. B. Dyer, A. Anderson, 
J. H. Bajer and V. A. Bltner, who de- 
clare tint each of them Is a citizen 
of 
the United States and a mariner by oc- 
cupation. 
Attorneys 
A. S. Humphreys, 
A. H. Crook and J. J. Dunne are proc- 
tors for llbellants. 
It 
Is set forth that 
the home port 
of the Ivanhoe 
Is 
London, 
England, 
and that during all the times mention 
ed 
In the libel George 
W. Griyit was 
master of the bark. 
About June 
26, 
1903, the Ivanhoe was lying In the port 
of Port Townsend, 
State of Washing- 
ton, destined for a voyage therefrom 
to the port of Iqulque, Chill,

Stlmulnuts have been used from

earliest 
ages 
by all pcopbs; 
by 
the 
Greeks 
and Unmans 
light wines 
were 
usedVeiy temperately, until tho nenod 
of decadence. 
Tho process 
of distilla- 
tion was not 
In 
Eu-op- 
o 
till nbout 
the eleventh century, nnd the cordials 
made 
In Monasteries 
were 
used 
onlv 
as 
medicines. 
Tho 
common 
drink 
throughout tho middle ages In Northern 
Europe 
was 
beer 
practically 
synon- 
ymous 
then with 
ale. 
The 
Normans 
acquired English habits of drinking ale 
after the conquest nnd the English

turn acquired much 
heavier habits of 
drinking from tho Dutch. 
In the reign

Among tho poor, however, at the be-

gallons per capita and

of the arable land In England was 
In barley. In 1GS9 distilling wns tin own 
open to English subjects.

spirits nnd the passion for gin spiead 
with the npidlty of an epidemic,

that "If the drinking ot

CEMETERY DEFENDED. 


Former Governor A. S. Clcghorn, who 
directed 
the bcautifjing of the 
Kawaia-ha- o 
church 
grounds 
accomplished 
with- 
in 
recent 
jears, 
appeared 
before 
the 
Board of Health jesterday in opposition 
to thc stoppage of burials in the cemetery 
partly 
surrounding 
that church. 
When 
introduced 
by Dr. 
Mays 
and 
asked 
to make 
a statement, 
Mr. 
Cleg-hor-n 
said he thought he was to be ques- 
tioned 
About 
five j ears 
ago he was 
authorized 
by the 
trustees 
to 
improve 
the place, 
'there was good soil on top 
and then black sand 
and he could 
not 
sec 
where 
was 
any 
menace 
to 
public 
health. 
President 
Cooper 
mentioned 
the 
re- 
ports made some time ago of overcrowd- 
ing, soWliat 
old graes were being brok- 
en into by fresh interments. 
Mr. 
Clcghorn 
said 
the cemetery 
had 
existed 
for fifty 
3 cars. 
He had always 
instructed 
them to have graves rounded 
up, so that they could be located. 
The 
present 
sexton 
had been 
employed 
for 
nine months, 
in which time he had dug 
ten graves and been present 
at the 
dig- 
ging of 34 others 
He had come across 
only two old graves 
in that experience. 
In answer 
to a citation 
of reports 
of 
inspection the president 
made, Mr. 
Cleg-hor- n 
said there 
was no reason 
for the 
disturbances 
of old 
graves 
alleged, 
as 
there 
was lots of virgin 
soil 
that had 
never 
been touched. 
He thought 
the 
compound 
had 
an 
area 
of 
five or six 
acre 
Dr. 
Mavs, 
who had 
inspected 
the 
premises, 
said there was a large 
piece 
of ground 
that had never been touched. 
Rev. 
Mr. Parker 
had 
shown 
him 
one 
large 
piece and 
several 
of smaller 
di 
mensions 
111 which no burials 
had been 
made. 
'Ihe large piece was 
one-ha- 
lf 
or 


two-third- s 
of an acre. 
Mr. Parker show- 
ed him 
a square 
bit 
of ground, 
about 
twice thc si7c of the 
Hoard of Health 
room, containing 
several 
mounds, 
in 
which 
he 
had 
forbidden 
burials, 
but 
a 
few dajs after he had given the order 
the mounds 
had 
been 
leveled 
off.

had taken place there. 
Dr. 
Cooper, 
answering 
a 
remark 
of 
Mr. 
Clcghorn

if Kawaiahao 
cemetery 
were excepted 
from a 
reguh-tio- n 
to stop burials 
within the city there

ot discrimination. 
Mr.

on its own merits, 
adding 
that

having plenty of room left. 
Dr. Cooper 
considered 
that for sani- 
tary 
reasons

cemeteries 
itliin city bounds closed. 
Mr. Lane said they might have more 
trouble 
on their hands 
than they would 
know whit to do with, if they interfered 
with 
familv 
uiirial 
plots. 
Mr. Clcghorn 
spoke of his visit to his 
native 
town 
Edinburgh, 
saing 
burials 
had been going on there 
in the heart of 
the city for the past two hundred jears. 
It was thc same way in towns of Italy 
and even the United
